The traditions of peace, 
moderation, and wisdom which have been char- 
acteristic of the domestic policy of the coun- 
try have been interrupted and many persons

consummation of these acts, without a precedent 


. in the naval history of Chile, they came back to 


Valparaiso in open rebellion against their consti- 
tational chiefs and the civil authorities. 

During the period of three months, since the 
beginning of the revolution, there is not an in- 
stance of a single popular outbreak in favor of 
the movement initiatéd by the mariners, whose 
power is actually confined to the ocean. The 
fleet has been unable to keep steadily nor 
occupy any port of the territory containing any 
dense population, and in order so to do at least 
it had to besiege and bombard the ports of the 
north and set on fire the towns unfortified, oper- 
ating agaiust the cosmopolitan population of 
Tarapaca, and using hostilities of a character 
worse than any of those employed daring the con- 
quest of Chile. 

Being elected President of Chile Ihave thought 
it to be my duty to inaugurate a policy and fol- 
low a line of conduct calculated to avoid at the 
end of my legal term the renewal of the 
dangers which have threatened my pre 
ceding administrations. I tried to give the 
National party a participation in proportion that 
could not incite. the jealousy and resistance of 
their numerous adversaries. The Nationals re- 
fused to render me their assistance, although 
their cooperation was imposed by the clearest 
political sense. 

From this moment a struggle raged between 
the majority of Congress and the executive power. 
I then thought it my duty to close Congress, in 
the hope that a short time of reflection and calm 
would bring the groups of the coalition to fair 
and more reasonable terms. Unfortunately the 
evil has been done and we have now to staud its 
deplorable consequences. 

As I have by the Constitution the duty of admin- 
istering the affairs of the State and of extending 
my authority wherever required for the 
safety of the nation, within and abroad, 
l was bound to assume all the necessary pow- 
ers to suppress the revolt headed by the 
armed majority of Congress, bent upon subvert- 
ing public order, and the institutions of the 
couatry. The license of the Chilean press has 
been carried in our days to extremes never be- 
fore reached in any other part of the world. Not 
only the government and public men, bat so- 
ciety and even families bave been carried in the 
tempest ef political passion. 1 think the law 
must keep sacred the right and liberty of every 
one to publish his opinion. But there must not 
be other offenses of the press than those so quali- 
fied by the penal code. 


BARDSLEY DID A THRIVING BUSINESS. 


The State's Money Deposited as His Own 
and Interest Allowed Him. 

Partapetrsia, Pa., May 25.—[Special.]— 

The deeper the probe is inserted into the robbery 
of the City Treasury by John Bardsley and the 
reckless banking systems carried on 
here in the Keystone and Spring 
Garden Banks the Worse the scandal 
appears. The revelations made before 
the City Council's investigating committee 
today showed that Bardsley deposited the 
State moneys in the banks in his own name 
and received 344 and 4 per cent interest on 
them and that he collected the interest every 
month in cash. The. morning the Spring 
Garden Bank failed President Kennedy sent 
to Bardsley $47,000 in collaterals which the 
latter Las not accounted for. 

John W. Moffiy, President of the Manufact- 
urers’ National bank, also sprung a surprise 
on the committee by stating that his bank 
allowed Bardsley an interest of 3 per cent on 
his individual deposits, which, however, he 
(Moffly) believed to be State funds, Ten 
days ago, Mr. Moffly said, Bardsley drew 
$28,000 in cash from the bank. This was an 
unusual thing todo. It was intimated to the 
committee that two days afterward President 
Marsh of the Keystone bank disappeared. 

No trace of Marsh has yet been found. Two 
more charges were lodged against Bardsley to- 
day, and his bail was increased to $50,000. He 
is still confined to his house in a critical con- 
dition, with detectives watching him. 

The Governor threw a bomb into the camp 
tonight by appointing W. Redwood Wright. a 
promineht and wealthy Democrat, as City 
Treasurer pro tem. Believing they had 
the right to elect in the City Council 
and by the County Commissioners, 
the Republicans had decided upon Richard 
G. Oellers, business manager of the Philadel- 
phia Record, for Treasurer. The result of this 
action of the Governor is that the two parties 
will fight it out in court for,the Treasurership. 
Gov. Pattison proposes to make a rattle 
among the dry bones of the banks. He said 
tonight that he intends an investigation into 
all the depositories of State funds. This will 
make another crash among some of the coun- 
try banks, whose capital is the State funds. 


YALE AND HARVARD MAY AGREE. 


The Negotiations Over the Commencement 
Games Are Reopened. 

New Haven, May 25.— Special. ]—It is now 
probable that Yale and Harvard will play the 
commencement games. There was such dis- 
appointment among the Yale alumni, who al- 
ways expect to witness the great commence- 
ment game, that Yale was finally induced to 
reopen the negotiations. The good offices of 
the alumni have been seconded by the Harvard 
Athletic Association, which has assisted the 
Harvard Baseball Association in trying to 
come to an agreement. 75 

While the negotiatiqns bave not been con- 
cluded, it is likely that the two nines will play 
the commencement game in this city Tues- 
day, June 23,and at Cambridge Saturday, 
June 20. Yale’s last game with Princeton, 
June 13, will put the team in good form for 
these games. The prospect of patching up an 
agreement will be hailed with delight by the 
friends of both colleges.

Neighbors Protest Against a Plaz to Locate 
One in the Old Whitehouse Place Be- 
tween Ada and Sheldon Streets—A. J. 
Stone, Dr. De Wolf, and Others Tell 
What Effect It Would Have—Interviews 
with Other Kesidents in That Vicinity.

These are some of the expressions of the 


residents of Washington boulevard, between 


Ada and Sheldon streets, regarding the estab- 
ae of an erring woman’s refuge in that 
oc 


The Rev. Mr. Smock and some other char- 
itable church people have leased the home of. 


the late Bishop Whitehouse, No. 445 Washing- 
ton boulevard, for the purpose of establish- 
ing a refuge for erring women. It is 
a complete surprise to the people of the 
neighborhood, who comprise some of the ad- 
est and most aristocratic families of the city. 
Now that the lease has been signed this usual- 
ly quiet community is in a state bordering 
upon open rebellion. 

The family of the late Dr. Carr occupy the 
house adjoining the refuge to the west, and 
next to them are John L. Woodcock of the 
Clifton House and his family. Across the 
street fronting the refuge for erring women 
that is to be is the home of W. W. Cheney. 
Dr. and Mrs. O. C. De Wolf are also neigh- 
bors. The Hotel Worth joins it on the east, 
and then comes the residence of A. J. Stone. 
Mrs. A. R. Briggs, the family of the late Dr. 
J. P. Ross, H. S. Vane, John I. Kendall, L. M. 
Reed, Mrs. A. J. Snell, H. G. Wilaman, and 
Louis Karcher are among the residents of that 
locality. 

Speaking of the matter last evening Dr. O. 
C. De Wolf said: 

It is a shameless insult to the neighbor- 
hood, and I cannot see why Mr. Whitehouse 
consented to lease the place for such a pur- 
pose. It is an exclusively residence district 
and nearly all the people dround here own 
their homes, In the summer it is the custom 
for people to sit out on their verandas in the 
coolof the evening. What will it be like 
when they fill that house with fallen women 
who are trying to reform? They, of course, 
will want to enjoy the cool evening air. Why, 
it is awful. It will de an inestimable injury 
to the neighborhood. Those who own their 
homes could well afford to form a combina- 
tion and buy the place and let it stand idle 
rather than permit such a blot to come into 
our midst. Ido not think there is a family in 
the neighborhood who will not indorse what I 
have said. . 

Mr. Woodcock’s Objections. 

John L. Woodcock said he could hardly be- 
heve Mr. Whitehouse would put such an in- 
dignity on his old friends and neighbors. 

** We all have our families out here and our 
children, and to have a lot of such women 
living in the neighborhood would be unbear- 
able. It is a most pleasant place around here 
in the summertime. The families of the neigh- 
borhood are nearly all intiinately acquainted 
and in the cool of the summer evenings you 
will dee them all sitting out on their front 
porches enjoying the refreshing air. What 
would it be like to have a patrol wagon drive 
up and dump a load of wretched women on 
the sidewalk? It would demoralize the chil- 
dren and be anything but a pleasant sight for 
any of us. It is so outrageous I can 
scarcely believe it is true. 

A. J. Stone was greatly incensed to think 


any one should force such a place into a quiet 


residence district. 

1 had heard of it,” he said, but must say 
I did not believe it was true. If they locate 
here I shall sell out and seek another neigh- 
borhood, for I do not propose to bring my 
children up in a locality where such women as 
will inhabit the institution live. It will de- 
preciate the property and practically ruin the 
neighborhood for residence purposes. The 
house has been empty for a long time and is 
badly out of repair. But if it is money the 
owners want I for one am prepared to make 
up my share of the rent. It would be cheaper 
for us to do that than let an erring woman’s 
refuge be opened there. There should bé a 
law to prevent putting lying-in hospitals and 
refuges of this sort in residence districts. I do 
not know of any legal action we could take to 
prevent it, but I am ready to put my shoulder 
to the wheel in any move to keep the institu- 
tion out. 

W. H. Worth of the Hotel Worth said that a 
great many of his boarders had spoken to 
him about it and that he and they alike were 
indignant. As yet no concerted action had 
been taken, but he knew there would be as 
soon as it became generally known that a 
home for fallen women was to be located in 
the neighborhood. : 

To Circulate a Petition. 


J have been talking with some of the peo- 
ple around here,” he said, and I think we 
will circulate a petition. If that fails to have 
the desired effect Idon’t know what we can 
do. The children of the neighborhood play 
along the sidewalk, and in summer the peo- 
ple sit out on their front steps, and it will be 
anything but agreeable to have those poor de- 
graded wretches so elose toais. 

“ Why, I would as soon have Jim Appleton 
open a saloon there as have a refuge. The 
people of Vernon avenue are said to be up in 
arms over his location in their midst, but 
when the people of this locality realize that 
it is to be blighted they will make such a 
vigorous protest that it will put the Vernon 
avenue kick in the shade. Of course the 
women of the refuge wil] have to take outdoor 
exercise, and I cannot imagine anything more 
deplorable to this community than to have 
twenty-five or thirty of them marching around 
the streets taking a constitutional before 
breakfast or after dinner in the even- 
ing. It would ruin the neighbor- 
hood. Then how will it look 
to have a great glaring sign stuck up over 
the entrance of the house, ‘ Ezrmg Woman's 
Refuge,’ for the children to read. Of course 
they will want to know what it means and 
who and what the erring women are. It will 
be a pest house to us, and worse.“ 

A lady in the family of the late Dr. Carr 
said it was almost too shocking to be true. 

“There are plenty of other places to put 
such institutions,“ she said, without forcing 
them into a quiet, refined residence neighbor- 
hood like this. I had heard there was some talk 
of turnmg the ‘Whitehouse place into a 
refuge, but did not believe it. I thought the 
family of thelate Bishop had too much re- 
spect for their old neighbors and friends to 
lease the house for such a purpose. You see 
our porch runs right up to it and it will be 
awfully unpleasant for us, And then we can’t 
sit out in front of our house in the summer 
because we will be so close to the inmates of 
the refuge that we would be forced to hear 
their talk and they would hear us.”’

Mrs. J. F. Kreider’s Story ef a Fickle Hus- 
band and Lan * 

Snarrln, Wash., —([Special. ]—

yesterday was Mrs. J, M. Kreider, a lady of 
refinement ere position, ra story of * 
sufferings at hands of an alleged kle 
husband and a hateful father-in-law, as 
by herself, is almost without parallel. The 
father-in-law is F. C. Kreider, one of the 
wealthiest and most prominent citizens of II- 
lin ois. 

Young Kreider met his wife a year ago in 
Chicago and fell violently in love with her. 
She was a Miss Ade Holmes then and 
her only relatives were 
and two brothers. He f was an English- 
man, and, when he died three years ago, left 
quite an estate. The courtship of young 
Kreider and Miss Holmes was not lengthy, 
and three months ago they were married: 

This marriage brought forth a storm of in- 
dignation from the father, but for this the 
wife cared little. Her husband was worth 
$50,000 and she felt that he was inde- 
pendent. Her mother and brothers re- 
turned home to England to live, and 
left her alone without a relative in the land. 
A short period of happiness foliowed aind then 
came a sudden decision on the part of the 
husband to come West. 

Something over a month ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Kreider arrived in Seattle; a short stay and 
they were off for Fair Haven, where they lo- 
cated. : | 

One day, two weeks ago, young Kreider re- 
turned to the country residence at Fair Haven, 
where he and his wife were stopping. En- 
tering the house he attacked his wife 
and beat her most cruelly. His 
arrest followed immediately, but the 
case never came to a hearing. On] his release 
he deserted his wife and fled to Chicago. A 
few letters from sire to som, ‘which the poor 
woman found, explained it all. According to 
her story she had been bfought West to be 
gotten rid of; the father had frightened the 
son into doing it. . 

Hardly knowing what she was doing Mrs. 
Kreider left Fair Haven @nd came to Seattle. 
Tuesday found her in a strange place, with- 
out money and with the nightmare of the pre- 
ceding two weeks driving hercrazy. The strain 
was too much and she gave way. A raging 
fever attacked her and her mind weakened. 
She became partly demented, but between 
good medical treatment and careful nursing 
she rallied and is mow nearly well. 
When her story was learned counsel 
was retained, and, through a legal firm’s 
correspondents in Chicago, action for divorce 
and full restitutiou for thé indignities heaped 
upon her was begun. Mrs. Kreider left this 
morning for Chicago to pBosecute the suit toa 
speedy conclusion. ’

SUPREME COURT JUSTICES PUZZLED. 


They Cannot Decide What to Do with the 
Forfeited Property of the Mormon Church. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., May 26.—When the Su- 
preme Court at its last term upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the Edtgynds law, by which 
the property of the late 
of the Church “Of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, otherwise known as 
the Mormon Church, was escheated to the 
United States it found itself in a somewhat 
embarrassing position. The doctrine of 
escheat was quite unknown m this country 
and no purpose considered laudable 
and proper of a nature to 
that for which } 
formerly used was k ; 
fore, instead of sending down its decree, with- 
held it, a strong intimation being conveyed of 
the desire of the court that Congress should 
by law direct the disposition to be made of 
the property.

Congress having failed to adopt the sugges- 


tion made the court, through Justice Bradley, 
today made its final order in the case, and 
modified in some respects the decree 
it entered at the: last term. The 
modification made recites that the 
Mormon corporation having been 
dissolved there does not exist now any trust 
or purposes within the objects and purposes 
for which the personal property was original 
ly acquired for which any part of the personal 
property could te used or dedicated 
that are not in whole or part opposed to pub- 
lic policy and good morals, and furthermore 
that there does not exist any person or cor- 
poration legally entitled to any of the person- 
alty as successors of the late church. 

The decree then says that the personal prop- 
erty having devolved to the United States it 
should be devoted to such charitable uses, law- 
ful in character, as may most nearly correspond 
to its former destiny, unless ‘in the mean- 
time Congress shall otherwise direct, or a 
master shall report some scheme which shall 
meet the approval of the court for the disposi- 
tion of the property. The decree finally directs 
that the property and all accumulations 
remain in the custody of the receiver until 
otherwise ordered, and that out of it costs of 
the suit and receivership be paid. The Utah 
Supreme Court is directed to take the neces- 


sary proceedings.

Preferred Creditors of the Star Rubber 
Company Amply Secured. 

Trenton, N. J., May 25.—Counsel for the 
Star Rubber coinpany waited up Sunday night 
until after midnight and then by a special ar- 
rangement had the County Clerk’s office 
opened to record mortgages aggregat- 
ing nearly $500,000 against the property of 
the concern.

company, $32,000; to Mahlon Hutchinson of 
Bordentown, $25,000; to W. C. Ivins, $12,000; 
to A. V. Manning, $10,000; and to the Trenton 
Banking company, $2,000. 

The company’s counsel says that if the com- 
pany is not pushed for money it will get 
through the crisis all right, as there are plenty 
of orders on hand.

FAILED FOR A MILLION. 


POTTER, WHITE & BAILEY OF BOSTON 
_ FORCED TO AssiGN, 


The Firm Was One of the Largest Manu- 
facturers of Boots and Shoes in New En- 
giand—No Statement of the Cause of Col- 
lapse Obtainable—Bankers and Leather 
Dealers of the Hub Believed to Be the 
Heaviest Creditors—The Crash Totally 
Unexpected by the Trade, « 

Boston, Mass., May 25.—[Special.|—The 
failure of Potter, White & Bailey, the big 
boot and shoe manufacturers, was announced 
here this afternoon. Following so closely 
upon the suspensions of the Davis Shoe com- 
pany here and the Hill Shoe company at 
Memphis, Tenn., the announcement caused 
great excitement in trade and financial 
circles, 

George S. Bullent, President of the Revere 
Bank, William Henry Allen of the firm of 
Allen, Field & Lawrence, and Edward H. 
Dunn of the firm of Dunn, Green & Co., are 
named as assignees. The liabilities are 
placed at above $1,000,000, and the assets are 
not known definitely, but are placed at 
nearly $1,000,000. The firm has done a 
business of about $2,000,000 a year and 
its credit has stood among the highest in Bos- 
ton. For this reason the suspension came 
like a thunderbolt to all, and it was all the 
more a surprise because over their own sig- 
nature the firm Saturday last in the daily 
papers denied the report that their liabilities 
to the Hill Shoe company of Memphis, Tenn., 
were $198,000 or that the failure of that com- 
pany would seriously eripple them. 

Cause of the Failure Unknown. 

Of the causes that brought about the failure 
little definitely can be said, for the junior mem- 
ber of the firm, speaking for the others, said 
that he could make no statement at present. 
The assignees had little more to say, for the 
failure was an entire surprise to them as well 
as to others, and they had not had the firm’s 
standing fully laid before them, 

The members of the firm are John C. Pot- 
ter, Howard M. Stephens, and Frank C. 
Potter. The last named is the son of John C. 
Potter, who is the only member of the original 
firm now living, Mr. Bailey having died 
in December, 1883, and Mr. White having died 
in June, 1885. Mr. Bailey left an estate of 
$344,000. The interest of Mr. White expired 
in June, 1886, at which time Mr. Potter ad- 
mitted his son (Frank C.) and Mr. Stephens, 
the latter having long been an employé of the 
house, * 

The firm has manufactured through W. & J. 
M. Bent, Cochituate, and A. Nute & Sons. 
Farmington, N. H., and until withm two 
months through M. N. Arnold of North Ab- 
ington. 

Trade of the Firm. 

A large portion of the trade has been South 
and West with the “Bent” brogan, the 
tiner shoes being from the other factories. 
It is believed on the street that the 
falling off in this Western and Southern trade 
had much to do with the failure, though the 
firm was supposed to be doing a good business 
elsewhere. It is also believed that the Hill 
and Davis failures have had much to do with 
this failure. 

The firm purchased most of its sole leather 
from Hoyt Brothers and Thomas F. Proctor 
and most of its leather for uppers from Allen, 
Field & Lawrence and Dunn, Green & Co., 
and these firms are the largest merchandise 
creditors. Mr. Dunn, one of the assignees, 
however, expressed the opinion that the banks 
were still larger creditors and that the bulk of 
the indebtedness was there.

MR. HATCH’S STRUGGLES IN THE COURTS. 


Acquittal of the Boston Insurance Broker 
Charged with Forgery. 

Boston, Mass., May 25.—[Special.]—Clark 
W. Hatch, the well-known Boston insurance 
broker, was acquitted today of the charge of 
forgery brought against him by the Travelers’ 
Insurance company of Hartford, Conn. As 
soon as he was released, however, a inesne 
process for debt was served upon him by the 
same company, the allegation being that he 
owed the concern $25,000. | 

Mr. Hatch is having an experience with the 
courts which can scarcely be matched, and his 
friends claim he is the victim of a conspiracy. 
A year ago Mr. Hatch was accused of the mur- 
der of a hermit uncle in Colorado, and every 
possible effort was made to convict him in the 
courts of that State. He cleared himself, 
however, and returned tohis home here. No 
sooner was he back, however, than the charge 
of forgery was made against him and he was 
clapped into jail. The accusation was that 
under the assumed name of “Clark Wells“ 
he uttered a $3,000 check on the Mechanies’ Na- 
tional Bank of Worcester Aug. 5, 1890, payable 
to M. E. Smith (a person who never existed) 
as a beneficiary of the Travelers’ Insurance 
company, and indorsed by one Sherman Bob- 
son, whose identity was equally hypothetical. 
Despite the sworn statements of Worcester 
bank officials, who claim to have seen Mr. 
Hatch on the date named, he proved an alibi 
sufficiently strong to convince the jury of his 
innocence, as was shown today. 9 

His persecutors, however, do not propose to 
cease, as alluded to. It is said that other 
complications are in progress of preparation 
against him. The court, however, granted 
Mr. Hatch a writ of protection, under which 
he cannot be arrested within the State lines 
on a civil process or until he has a reasonable 
time to reach his home in Colorado Springs, 
Colo. Mr. Hatch has been prominent in busi- 
ness here and is widely known in the West, his 
business connections with Chicago having

WHAT d. r. HUNTINGTON WOULD 90. 


The Railroad Magnate Thinks There Is Too 
Much Money Wasted in the Business. 

Nzw Yorx, May 25.—[Special. ]—* I believe 
that I can take all of the railroads in this 
country, knock 2 per cent off the existing 
rates, as they appear on the surface, and pay 
5 per cent dividend on all the stocks.” 

This remark was made by C. P. Huntington 
today in speaking of. the present condition of 
the railroad business. 

“I would run all of the roads as one prop- 
erty,” said he, and never charge more 
for a short haul than for a long haul— 
that is, where there is only rail com- 
petition. The public is not satisfied 
with the way things are running now, the rail- 
roads are not satisfied, and nobody is satisfied. 
Too much money is wasted in the railroad busi- 
ness in keeping up unnecessary and expensive 
offices, paying commissions and rebates, and in 
cutting rates. Each carload of freight out of 
this town is run after by twenty different in- 
terests, and in the scramble for it rates are cut. 

“Tam in perfect accord with the action 
taken at the recent meeting of the 
Advisory Board of the Western Traffic Asso- 
ciation. I was unable to attend the meeting 
myself, but I arranged with Marvin Hughitt 
to look after the interests of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad. I believe in establishing 
joint railroad agencies wherever such agencies 
are practicable. It seems to me that the 
interests of both the public and the railroads 
lie in that direction. Of course, such 
agencies must be conducted in the in- 
terests of all roads concerned. I do not 
think that Mr. Gould or any other powerful 
railroad interest could dominate. The moment 
that it became apparent that one or two roads 
were getting the best of the others the whole 
joint agency scheme would fall to pieces. A 
railroad as well as a man can be as inde pend- 
ently poor as it can be independently rich. 
We must work in the interest of all.“ 

Mr. Huntington said that the great consoli- 
dation scheme, which is destined to bring to- 
gether under one management the Southe rn 
Pacitic, Missouri Pacific, Atchison, and 
Union Pacific systems, was getting along 
slowly, the important problem to solve be- 
ing the basis of values upon which each prop- 
erty could come in. Of course, to fix that 
basis and arrange the details must necessarily 
take a long time. 7 


BRAZILIANS GROWING DISCONTENTED. 


Increased Taxes Imposed by the New Gov- 
ernment Brewing Trouble. 

BLI NOR, Md., May 25.—[Special. ]—Capt. 

Richard J. North, a veteran shipmaster in the 
coffee trade with Brazil, and commanding the 
bark Baltimore, arrived here last night. He says 
that the people of Brazil are not satisfied with 
the working of the Republican government, 
and just before he left Rio they were aroused 
to such an extent that trouble was expected. 
The new government has increased taxes on 
property and personal effects, which has 
caused ill-feeling against the leaders of the 
republic, 

This increase is said to be the result of in- 
creases in the salaries of those holding public 
positions, and the people in that portion ofthe 
country towards the Rio Grande where most 
of the property is owned by the English do 
not hesitate to openly express their dislike for 
the new system of affairs. Ali foreign con- 
eerns are compelled to keep a native book- 
keeper for the safety of the government in 
the collection of taxes. The people like the 
deposed Emperor’s daughter Isabella and 
want to see her on the throne. 

Capt. North says that trade with the United 
States is increasing, but the decreased value 
of the Brazilian money materially affects it. 
The coffee crop is good, and the new crop, 
which has just begun to come into the ship- 
grown in the country for years. — 

A terrible yellow-fever scourge is prevailing 
in Brazil. Hundreds are reported as dead 


and dying in and about Santos, while state- 


ments received from other localities would in- 
dicate great suffering and loss of life.

A Decided Opposition to Statutory Prohi- 
tion Is Developed. 

Inpranapouis, Ind., May 25.—[Special.]}— 
At the regular weekly meeting of the Meth- 
odist ministers today the Rev. Mr. Walker 
read a paper on temperance in which he said 
that only statutory prohibition would avail 
for temperance reform. The discussion dis- 
closed a somewhat remarkable opposition to 
this view, which has had the sanction of the 
General Conference.

There have been few 
changes in the personnel of the standing com- 
mittee in recent years, but it is likely there 
will be a lively contest among the delegates to 
the convention today when the election of a 
standing committee comes up. The laity and 
clergy, according to Mr. Larrabee of the Stand- 
ing committee, seem to be mixed up pro- 
miscuously as to the sy oe oy of confirming 
the nomination of Dr. Brooks, but there isa 
general sentiment in favor of carefully con- 
sidering the prigciples at stake in the best in- 
terest of the church’s welfare.

‘LIQUOR DEALERS 


SENATOR WILSON’S ORIGINAL-PACK- 
AGE LAW UP 
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The United States Supreme Court Unani- 
mously Affirms Its v y and the 
Right of the States to Enact Regulations 
Affecting the Health or Morals of Their 
Citizens, and Decides That the Original 
Prohibitory Laws of States May Still 

— 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 25.— United 
States Supreme Court today d. that the 
Original-Package law ‘passed by the last Con- 
gress was valid and constitutional ana that it 
went into effect in all States where prohibi- 
tory laws prevailed without reénactment by 
the States of the laws by which they 
forbade the sale of intoxicating liquors within 
their boundaries, whether im from 
other States or not. Chief-Justice Fuller ren- 
dered the opinion of the court, and the bench 
was united in support of the conclusions to 
which he arrived, though Justi¢e Gray an- 
nounced that Justices Harlan, Brewer, and 
himself did not concur in all the reasoning of 
the opmion of the court. : 

The case upon which the decision was ren- 
dered was that of John M. Wilkerson, Sheriff 
of Shawnee County, Kas., appellant, vs. 
Charles A. Rahrer, brought here on appeal 
from the decision of the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the District of Kansas 
against the State. Rahrer was the original- 
package agent at Topeka, Kas., of 
the firm of Maynard, Hopkins & Co. of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., and was arrested day after 
the Original-Pack law went into effect. 
He claimed that the law was uncpnstitutional, 
and also that it could not go into operation 
— the State had reénacted its prohibitory 

aws. : : 

The court says the power of the State to im- 
pose restraints and burdens on persons and 
property in promotion of the public health, 
good order, and prosperity is a power always 
belonging to the States, not surrendered by 
them to the General Government nor di- 
rectly restrained by the Constitution of the 
United States and essentially ex¢lusive. 

Defines the Power of Congress. 

The power of Congress to re te com- 
merce among the several States when the sub; 
jects are national in their nature, it says, is also 
exclusive. The Constitution does not provide 
that inter-State commerce shall, be free, but 
by the grant of this exclusive power 
to regulate it it was left free except 
as Congress might undertake to reg- 
ulate it. Therefore, it has been 
determined Robbins vs. Shelby Taxing Dis- 
trict—that the failure of Congress to exercise 
this exclusive power in any case is an expres- 
sion of its will that the subject shall be free 
from restrictions or. impositions upon it by 
the several States, and if a State law comes in 
conflict with the will of Con the State 
and Congress cannot occupy the position of 
equal opposing sovereignties, because the Con- 
stitution declares its —— and that of 
laws passed in pursuance thereof. That which 
is not supreme must yield to that which is su- 
preme. 

The court says that intoxicating liquors are 
undoubtedly subjects of comujerce like any 
other commodity, and are so recognized, but 
nevertheless it has been often held that laws 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of 
liquor within State hmits do not 
necessarily infringe any constitu- 
tional privilege or immunity, this 
right being rested, as in the Mugler case, 
upon the acknowledged right of the States to 
control their purely international affairs, and 
in so doing they protect the health, morals, 
and safety of their people by regu- 
lations that do not’ interfere with the 

wers of the General Government.

It followed as a corollary'that when Con- 
gress acted at all the result of its action must 
be to operate as a restraint upon that perfect 
freedom which its silence insured. Congress 
has now spoken and declaréd that imported 
liquors shall, upon arrival in a State, fall 
within the 822 of domestic articles of a 
similar nature. Continuing the court said: 

o Removed an Impediment to the Law. 


The law of Congress did not use terms of 
permission to the State to act, but simply re- 
moved an impediment to the enforcement of 
the State laws in respect to imported pack- 
agesin their original condition, created by 
the absence of a specific utterance on its part.

RECORD OF A FEMALE FIREBUG, 


She Has Burned $100,000 Worth of Prop- 
erty in Prosecuting Her Scheme, 

Insurance Herald: Belle Rafferty was con- 
victed in the Criminal Court of Memphis 
April 24 for an attempt to obtain money 
under an insurance policy for property de- 
stroyed, when in fact it was not destroyed, 
and was afterward found in a pawnship. 

April 28, 1890, she insured her household fur- 
niture and wearmg apparel for $1,250. May 
15, a little over two weeks after she obtained 
thd insurance, the house burned. It was situ- 
ated in the suburbs of Memphis. May 16 she 
presented a claim for about $1,875, making 
out a schedule in its minutest details. Fraud 
was suspected, and upon investigation a record 
was unfolded which showed her to be the vic 
tim of thirteen fires in four years, under thir- 
teen different names. 

The schedule in most of the cases was nearly 
the same as the one presented at the Memphis 
fire. A few of the more recent losses that she 
had were in September, 1889, at Nashville, 
under the name of Agnes Henry; in October, 
1889, under the name of Belle McDonald, in 
Cincinnati; in December, 1889, under the 
name of Emma Curtis, in St. Louis; and 
April, 1889, at Memphis. Through the ingenu- 
ity and great kill of the Attorney-General at 
the Memphis trial he obtained a confession 
from her acknowledging to thirteen fires in 
the last four years. may be of interest, 
and here they are in their proper order:

In the meantime the de- 
tective employed in the case was watching her 
tracks, and succeeded Sept 5 in findi her 
entire wardrobe in a W Her plan of 
operations, as shown by the proofs, seemed to 
be to go from place to place, to rent a dwell- 
ing in the very best of suburban neighbor- 
hoods, buy furniture on the installment plan, 
pay a small sum, and two weeks after obtain- 
ing the insurance—which always ranges from 
$1,250 to $1,500—a fire would occur be- 
tween the hours of 1 and 2 a. m., destroy- 
ing the property. Her principal claim in 
each fire shows a total loss on a 2 and 
valuable wardrobe not in Keeping at all with 
the rest of her household effects. Before the 
fire this wardrobe is generally sent to the 
pawnshop, while in her proof of loss it is 
claimed as entirely destroyed.

Her record shows that within 
the last four years this woman has traveled 
from place to place and burned up no less 
than a hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
property. Many of the companies that will 
read this article may be able to assist the 
rosecution by furnishing additional proofs of 
oss. While her confession gives only thirteen 
different fires, it is firmly believed that she may 
have had twice as many during that period 
under different alias of which we know noth- 
ing. Upon comparison of the schedules given 
in to the companies at St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Nashville, with that at Memphis (these four 
fires occurred within six months), they were 
found to be indentical’ copies, her practice 
being to carry a copy along and after the fire 
resent it as a list of the goods destroyed.

Setting him- 
self up as an expert he declared that it was 
impossible that the smoke nuisance should 
ever be abated until gas should su e coal 
as fuel. The city, he thought, ought to build

A Kentucky Law Held to Bes Violation of 
the Inter-State Commerce Clause.

The court upheld the constitutionality of 
the Original-Packing law by Congress 
and also held that it was not necessary for the 
State of Kansas to reémact its Prohibitory 
law after the passage of the Congressional 
act - order to shut out the liquors in original 
pack ings. * 

The case came up on appeal of Wilkinson, 
Sheriff, against Baherer, the lower court hav- 
ing decided against the State. This court re- 
verses the decision of the lower court. Chief 
Justice Fuller rendered the decision, the en- 
tire court being with him. 

The court also rendered an opinion through 
Justice Harlan in the case of Ward McAllister 
against the United States. McAllister was 
removed from office as Judge of the District 
Court for Alaska by President Cleveland, and 
claimed salary from the time of his removal 
to the qualification of Dawson, who was con- 
firmed as his successor. One question in the 
case was whether the Judge of the Alaskan 
court came within the provision of Sec. 1,768, 
Revised Statutes, authorizing the President 
to suspend all civil officers “* except Judges of 
the United States. The court holds that the 
Alaska court is not a court of the United 
States in the constitutional sense as set forth 
in the third article of the Constitution, but a 
Territorial court. Judgment is therefore 
given in favor of the United States. 

Justice Field and Justices Gray and Brown 
dissented. The court, also, in an opinion by 
Justice Brewer, today affirmed the judgment 
of the Supreme Court of New Mexico in the 
case of Pedro Delgado against the Sheriff of 
Santa Fé County, N. M. lgado was County 
Clerk and refused to obey an order of the 
court directing him to recognize three County 
Commissioners as duly elected. o was 
sent to jail for contempt, and this court re- 
fuses to direct his release.

$10,000 for this work will not justify us in 
going into any extravagance. It will be the 
aim of those in charge of the National Mu- 
seum and Smithsonian Institution’s displays 
to meke them as creditable as possible under 
the circumstances, and we hope to surpass all 
our N efforts in this direction. Some 
of most striking features of the museum 
will be transferred temporerily to Chicago.

He wentskurrying past Middlesex villages 
and farms and faced the*deadly dangers of 
barking dogs and crowing cocks. Longfellow 
has sung him in rhyme that school-children 
are given to recite. 

Perhaps it was a brave and noteworthy 
thing. But out in the whiskeread West men 
rate hervisin by a different standard. 

Some day or other a Western poet shall sing 
the song of Jim Bell, for he is a hero, a fine, 
grizzled hero. There was a Western, matter- 
of-fact sort of tinge to his daring act, but if 
one goes deep enough one shall find a touch 
of the old knightly heroism of other days.

The proposition to provide for a more ade- 
quate inspection of high buildings is stirring
